Florida Man Б 
Training Likely 
Horse For Derby 


MIAMI, (FNS) — A Jackson- 
ville boy who has lived most 
jot his life in Miami has been 
making-most of the major head- 
lines in horse racing in recent 


weeks. 

He's Sherrill W. Ward, at 42 
one of the youngest looking 
grandfathers you ever saw, who 
has developed and trained the 
ace two-year old race horse, 
Summer Tan, for his owner, 
Mrs. Russell A. Firestone. 

Summer Tan is now being 
pointed for the $100,000 Flam- 
ingo at Hialeah after annexing 
the recent Garden State Stakes, 
world’s richest horse race 
worth $151,095 to the winner. 

Summer Tan scored by nine 
lengths over 14 juvenile rivals 
in that race to climax his two; 
year old season as. the best 
juvenile of the year along with 
Belair Stud's Nashua. Не is 
1954's leading money-winning 
two-year old. 

Ward first noticed Summer 
Tan's potential last winter at 
Hialeah where he had the colt 
for his fírst introduction to race 
track life. He put the colt into 
ап overnight race at the flam- 
ingo track, but, аэ Ward says 
"it was new to him and he came 
down the stretch staring at 
everyone in the grandstand. 

Ward put blinkers оп Sum- 
mer Tan for his next race and 
he won by nine lengths and has 
been improving and moving up 
in class since. A son of 1954's 
leading sire of race horse, Heli- 
polis, he is being mentioned as 
the winter book favorite for 
next spring's Kentucky Derby. 

АП of which is highly satis- 
factory to Ward, who has been 
sending horses to the races since 
he graduated from Miami Edi- 
son High School at the age of 
18. Son of a famous Kentucky 
trainer and a died-in-the-wool || 
horseman of the Old Kentucky 
school. Ward's birth in Florida 
was something of a mistake. 

His family was racing horses 
at old Montcrief Park in Jack- 
sonville in 1911-when the stork 
decided to visit them. The Wards 
returned to Florida later for 
his father’s health and Sherrill 
became a four-letter athlete at j 
Edison under Coach Ernie] 
Seiler, better known now as the 
impresario of the New Year's 
Orange Bowl game. 

Sherrill saddled his first win- 
ner at extinct Keeny Park in 
Jacksonville and trained a pub- 
lic stable successfully up until 
World War II when he served 
with the Cavalry. He returned 
to civilian life to take over the 
Firestone horses, a connection 
he has held since.
